The applicant asserts that Gibbons does not appear on point with applicant's invention because the plastic film having reflective metal 
layers Is not applied directly to the metal or plastic reflector body. The examiner respectTulty disagrees. The examiner asserts that the 
applicant has failed to claim that the polymeric material is deposited directly on the surface of the article substrate. The examiner 
contends that the applicant has only claimed that the polymeric film is "on" the article substrate. The examiner has cited a dictionary 
definition of the word "on" which states that "on" is "Used to indicate position above and supported by or in contact with." The examiner 
asserts that the polymeric film of Gibbons is positioned above and supported by the metal or plastic reflector body substrate. 
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
